“A total of 154 years {mprison- ins 


ment was distributed amongst 11 
members of a gang of 18 armed 
robbers who appeared before tho 
Provisional Court at Shanghal last

with a long’series of crimes proved 
against them to the satisfaction of 
Judge Heiung and Deputy Stevens. 
Several’of the accused were 
“Joaned” by the French Police for 
trial in this case and wore taken
